At this stage of the fifty-sixth 
Legislature, there arc only four 
weeks and two days left on the 
present 120-day session, reminds 
State Representative Leon Thur­ 
man of Anson in his weekly news 
letter from Austin to The Herald.

We have received criticism from 
one or two people from our dis­ 
trict for not voting to bring a 
hill out of the' committee, 
This 
vote w*as intended to put a gag 
rule on a certain group of people 
and we do not feel that is the w-ay 
the people of Texas would like to 
have 
It; 
therefore, 
we 
voted 
against the so-called “gag'’ rule 
We have passed House Bill 522 
which extends the quail season in 
Dickens County to conform with 
the general law* on the quail sea­ 
son. 
We hope to get House Bill 


159 passed this week, which has 
to do with eliminating title in­ 
surance on the right-of-way pro­ 
gram. 
It also facilitates and is 
designed to provide prompt pav- 
ment of the state's part of the 
right-of-way program to the coun­ 
ty. 
Some of the governor’s program 
will probably be passed this week 
and some of it will he killed for 
this session. 
We do not know 
whether there will be any called 
sessions for this Legislature or 
not. 
It will all depend on whether 
we can pass a tax hill within the 
next four weeks and if such a tax 
bill is acceptable to the Senate 
and the governor.

The interest of 
American iii <• ne-antes In Vene­ 
zuela constitutes one of the di­ 
lemmas. 
Pm-suros from the oil 
companies to get a better deal in 
their take from Venezuela is a 
major consideration of our poli­ 
cies. 
The big naval base at Guanta­ 
namo Bay on the southeastern tip 
of Cuba is another ma jor consid­ 
eration. 
It does not seem that cither .if 
these has any sympathy from tho 
Fidel Castro forces. 
Castro's bittor 
utterances 
at 
the United States is, of course, 
encouraging to the Communists. 
Nothing could serve their purpose 
better than for an outright major 
conflict to develop in our back 
door. 
If the revolutionaries are 
successful in

able forces, the entire Caribbean 
as well as a considerable part of 
South America could become em­ 
broiled in a conflict. Unless way- 
and means are found to stop those 
developments, whatever side the 
United States takes wall be wrong 
The Communists arc well aw n 
that any conflict will help them 
and hurt us. Their theme is “peace 
in the Caribbean,’’ hut of course, 
It means exactly the opposite.

high and 40 feet In circumference 
at the top. 
This hat, plus a second 
worn by 
Alan Young, filled the 
drapery departm ent at the studio 
to the e x ten t that there was bare­ 
ly room to lay out a quilt, used 
as a coat, which also serves to 
em phasize the diminuitiveness of 
Tom. 
T h e coat measured 20 feet 
in w idth and 35 In length and w as 
sewn w ith two-inch length stitches 
to increase the overshoe effect. 
In the P laster Shop, a cup one 
yard high, a vase seven feet tall, 
flooring In which the grain shows 
up like corrupated Iron, and 
a 
horse's ear in which Tamblyn could 
com fortably hde. took up all avail­ 
able space.
